Marcus C. Fagg of the Chil- 
dren's Home society of Florida, for 
the purpose of securing funds to con- 
tinue the great state-wide work of 
this organ! ation in behalf 
of 
the 


homeless, orphan, and needy children 
of Florida. 


The plan calls for -the temporary 


organisation of a "Save A Baby Club' 
in every city, town and hamlet in Flor 
Ida, and each club to make an effort 
to secure ten cents from every man 
woman and child in that town; the 
society offering a silver loving cup to 
the club which raises the 
largest 


amount of money in proportion to the 
population of that town. Each dime 
will purchase a share of stock in the 
"Florida Save A Baby Club" of which 
each town will be a local branch 
Special certificates will be issued to 
the purchasers of ten, fifty and one 
hundred shares. It is not the plan of 
the Home society to ask any money 
in place of money being contributed 
to some other church or charity, but 
in addition to those contributions, so 
that every church and Sunday school 
should be interested in the plan. 


In addition to the money each club 


will be asked to get up a barrel or 
.box of children's clothes, shoes, stock- 
ings, staple provisions, canned goods 
and preserves, and other articles that 
children can eat, wear or enjoy. > All 
of these articles are to be shipped to 
the state receiving home in Jackson- 
ville to bplp provide for the hundreds 
of children coming under the care of 
the society each year. 
Over eight 


hundred have already been referred 
to the Home Society this year and 
more are coming daily, so that the so- 
ciety must raise more funds if the 
good work is to continue.

! WASHINGTON, NOT. 17,-^Amonf 
the various measures urged for the 
defense of our coast against naval at- 
tack Is the planting of screens of 
trees near the principal strategic 
points. Some planting of this kind 
has been done at points where batter- 
ies of coast artillery are located and 
military plans for the defense of the 
Panama canal include the torestration 
of part of the zone. 


It is said that the war department 


is co-operating with the department of 
agriculture in working out plans for 
the planting of these tree-screens In 
New York harbor, Long Island sound,* 
Boston harbor and Pensacola, and that 
! the system will be, extended to other 
{points on the Atlantic and 
Pacific 


coasts as speedily as possible. 
| It is claimed by American army 
officers that the forests along 
the 


•eastern border of France have had a 
profound Influence upon the move- 
ment of troops, the placing of batter- 
ies and the concealment of war moves 
in general, and that the French have 
been greatly favored In their cam- 
paigns by the retention of these for- 
ests. 


Germany has also found forests use- 


ful in providing traps for the enemy. 
In eastern Prussia during the early 
weeks of the conflict, the Germans 
succeeded In trapping a large body of 
Russians who were trying to pass 
through a heavy growth of timber.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—In order 


to prevent the introduction Into this 
country of what Is known as citrus 
canker, the department of agriculture 
will hold a public hearing in Wash- 
ington at 10:00 o'clock on December 


j 8th, on the question of prohibiting the 
importation of citrus nursery stock, 
buds, scions or seeds. This disease 
has already been brought into the 
country apparently on Japanese nur- 
sery stock and is becoming established 
In the gulf citrus region of the United 
States, including Florida. In the lat- 
ter state, very vigorous 
efforts are 


being made to stamp it out, and it is 
believed that these will be successful, 
although the cost will be undoubtedly 
great. 


The citrus canker, as its names im- 


plies, is a disease of citrus plants, and 
is therefore particularly dangerous to 
states where the orange and grape 
fruit Industry Is an Important one.

TALLAHASSEE, Nov. 18.—Accord- 


Ing to the official count of the votes 
cast in the last general election, all 
of 
the 
constitutional amendments 


submitted to the people for ratifica- 
tion were-approved by large majori- 
ties. 


More votes were cast on the 


amendment deciding the question of 
the abolition of the office of county 
treasurer than any other, 20,832 votes 
being cast as against 15,158 for and 
against the militia amendment and 
13,49$ for and against the 
judicial 


amendment. 


Two of the amendments were car- 


ried by a vote of more than two to 
one, 
while the judicial amendment 


lacked but two votes of being carried 
by a two-to-one majority. 


The official count follows: 
Amendment abolishing the office of 


county treasurer: For, 14,164; against, 
6,668. Total vote, 20,832. 


Amendment making the state mili- 


tia conform with Federal regulations: 
For, 10,356; against, 4,798. Total vote, 
15,138. 


Amendment giving the legislature 


power to create new judicial circuits 
and the Increase of the 
salary of 


judges: For, 8,998; against, 4,500. 
Total vote, 13,498.

It is not the plan o 
the Home society to ask any money 
in place of money being contribute) 
to some other church or charity, bu 
in addition to those contributions, sc 
that every church and Sunday schoo 
should be interested in the plan. 


In addition to the money each club 


will be asked to get up a barrel o 
.box of children's clothes, shoes, stock 
logs, staple provisions, canned goods 
and preserves, and other articles tha 
children can eat, wear or enjoy., Al 
of these articles are to be shipped to 
the state receiving home in Jackson 
ville to bplp provide for the hundreds 
of children coming under the care o; 
the society each year. 
Over eighi 


hundred have already been referred 
to the Home Society this year and 
more are coming daily, so that the so 
ciety must raise more funds If the 
good work is to continue.

Amendment giving the legislature 


power to create new judicial circuits

judges: 
For, 8,998; against, 4,500. 


Total vote, 13,498.
